WASHINGTON. July 23.—{?)-— 
With repeal in effect but six months, 
taxes on liquors and beer brought 
the treasury $258,911.332 during ‘the 
fiscal year which ended June 50. 

This was disclosed today with the 
publication of figures on internal 
reyentie collections, giving receipts 
from the various forms of federal tax- 
showing increases in all

| commissioner of internal revenue, 

| took cognizance of reports that the

ed-on a wide scale with a statement 
doubting the truth of such reports 
and asking that any evidence of 
avoidance be submitted to him. 

He said the cotton tax yielded 
$144,767.232 for the fiscal year and 
that this figure, including also the 
import compensating tax, was well 
above the $128,000.000 which the 
levy had been estimated to prfo- 
duce, 

For the fiscal year 1954, income 
tax collections were $817,025,.559 or 
$70,233,935 greater than the year 
preceding. Of the increase, $66,935,- 
SG7 came from individual income 
taxes, while corporation income taxes 
gained $3,298, 

| Stock $80, 168,344. 

The capital stock tax yielded $S0,- 
168,344. The dividends tax brougnt 
in $50,229,122, and excess profits 
$2,630,615. These were not in effect 
in 1933. The estate tax showed an 
increase of $74,202.226 and the gift 
tax $4,536,414. All tobacco taxes 
wereyup $22,423.069 and stamp: taxes 
gained $9,182,649.

$142,257,899 more into the treasury 
in the fiseal year 1934 than in 1933,

For the month of June, 1934, as 
compared with June, 1933, income 
taxes gained $39,585,938; spirits $15,- 
883,644; excise taxes $10,414,094, and 
miscellaneous taxes $1,688,583. To- 
bacco tax collections declined $1,793,- 
cas and stamp taxes slumped $4,961,- 


For the year, the excise tax on im- 
ported distilled spirits totaled $6,577,- 
958, an increase of $6,572,453; excise 
tax on domestic spirits $61,889,863, 
increase $55,144,940; rectification tax 
$4,822,698, increase $4.818,901; wines 
$3,382,813, increase $3,174,185, and 
floor tax on spirits $5,210,954 against 
no collections from this source in 19:35. 

The processing taxes, which were 
in effect only a part of the year, yield- 
ed $371,422,885.

Middle Western Area.

A sacrifice to scorching summer sun, 
the heat wave toll of the week mount- 
to 507 lives Monday while nearly 
| all sections of the nation sweltered. 

The drouth crisis was intensified 
with searing temperatures that blasted 
vegetation and added thousands of 
live stock casualties between the Mis- 
sissippi river and the Rocky moun- 
tains. 

Quiney, Tll., was the hottest spot 
in the nation with 112 degrees report- 
ed. Throughout the middle west ther- 
mometers were universally well above 
the century mark, Keokuk, Jowa, and 
St. Louis simmered at 108 and Min- 
neapolis reported 106. 

Human suffering mounted to new 
heights, and deaths occurred with stupi- 
fying rapidity. In Missouri alone 104 
persons have succumbed to tropic heat 
in the last several days. In Illinois 
125 heat deaths occurred, while Ne- 
braska’s toll was 53. In St. Louis 46 
deaths occurred in two days, almost 
one every hour. 

Only to southern coastal states was 
relief hope held out for today. Storm 
warnings for small craft were issued. 

Thousands of dollars in crop dam- 
ages due to the heat were reported 
in Jowa. Agricultural states watched 
farm prodnets wither and vanish. 

It was 100 at Chicago's airport, a 
few miles from Lake Michigan, 104 in 
Memphis and 102 in Shreveport, La. 
Miles City, Mont., suffered at 100 de- 
grees, while Dallas, Texas, reported 98. 

Only three cool spots appeared on 
the weather bureau's temperature map,

Georgia, 1. Total in 14 states, 507. 

Virtually all livestock markets ex- 
pected, and some of them received 
a rush of deliveries, due to the in- 
ability of farmers to maintain their 
stock longer in feed and water. Warn- 
ings sent out Saturday by the Kan- 
sas City market to farmers that they 
should watch their shipments were 
heeded and the normal business was 
conducted there. 

However, Chicago and other points 
experienced heavy shipments that 
made trade difficult. Meanwhile, due 
to excessive heat, consumption of meat 
was reduced. 

Experts told the National Hay As- 
sociation that the crop this year would 
be the lowest in 40 years. due to the 
drouth. 

In Kansas City, Mo. experts, meet- 
ing over the drouth emergency, de- 
scribed Missouri crop prospects as the 
“noorest in history.” They described 
eight counties downstate where cot-

Three judges of the Fulton superior 
court Monday heard arguments on the 
applications of nine independent Geor- 
gia telephone companies for an in- 
junction restraining the public sery- 
ice commission from putting into ef- 
fect a 17 per cent cate cut effective 
on bills for this month. 

The arguments are to be concluded 
today. 

The arguments, presented by Attor- 
neys Marion Smith, J. Prince Web- 
ster and Devereaux Ff. McClatchey 


Jr.. representing the telephone com- 
panies, and Assistant Attorneys Gen- 
eral John T. Goree and B. D. Murphy, 
representing the public service com- 
mission, were submitted to two ses- 
sions of the court, one in the morn- 
ing, another in the afternoon. ‘The 
court is composed of Judges Virlyn B. 
Moore, Edgar E. Pomeroy and KE, D. 
Thomas. Evidence in the nine cases 
was submitted last week and they 
were argued jointly. 

Mr. Smith, who is counsel for the 
Georgia-Continental Telephone Com- 
pany. the largest of the group, made 
the leading argument for the utilities, 
charging that the rates prescribed by 
the commission are confiscatory and 
will force the companies into bank- 
ruptcy. Mr. Smith also charged that 
the schedules were arrived at after an 
unfair hearing and that the commis- 
sion members were coerced into mak- 
ing the rates by threats of removal

Fuel Cost About Same 
as Last Fall. 


Local retail coal dealers on Mon- 
day announced retail prices for coal 
effective on Wednesday next estab- 
lished by the divisional authority and 
approved by C. H. Broward, admin- 
istration member. 

The per ton prices are $7 _ for 
block coal, $3.75 for half tons; egg 
or nut coal, $6.75 $3.65 for half tons; 
run of mine, $6, $3.25 for half tons; 
nut and sclack, $5.50 per ton, and 
coke, $8.50, $4.50 for half tons. 

An additional charge of 25 cents 
will be made when the coal _ is 
charged. Smaller than half-ton lots 
are proportionately higher. 

The cash prices, it was announced, 
are about the same as last fall's, but 
the charged price is slightly lower. 

The dealers met recently to ask the 
authority to decide whether or not an 
emergency existed in their business, 
and, if it did, to fix a minimum re- 
tail price. Figures were produced by 
the dealers showing the actual cost 
of doing business under NRA regu- 
lations. These were submitted to the 
authority. It found that the emer- 
gency did — _ approved the fig- 
ures given 

There is little difference between 
the new prices and those charged 
both last fall and recently until the 
new scale was promulgated, Wilshire 
Riley, secretary of the local associa- 
tion of cval dealers, said. 

“The new price is a stabilization,” 


he said, “brought about for the pro- 
tection of the dealer and the public.” 


Mysterious Red-Clad Girl 
Seen as Dillinger Nemesis 


CHICAGO, July 23.—(#)—The un-¢associate were said 


derworld, into whose front ranks he 
had swashbuckled his way, put the 
fatal “finger” on John Dillinger. 

That. was the consensus explanation 
tonight of the tip that changed the 
Indiana desperado from Public Enemy 
No. 1 to morgue case “July 116.” 

Officially, greatest secrecy guarded 
all efforts to learn through whom and 
how the coup was effected by federal 
operatives and East Chicago (Ind.) 
police to mow down the notorious kill- 
er last night as he left a North Side 
neighborhood theater, presumably with 
two girl friends. 

Unofficially, the following reports 
swept tmto general circulation as the 
purported “inside” on the spotting, 
trapping and slaying of the arch-crim- 
inal. 

That a “girl in red” led him to 
his death, the only one of his mollis to 
“double-cross” him. 

2, That the “girl in red” either was 
the wife or sweetheart of a mail rob- 
ber and traded Dillinger for the free- 
dom of her mate and the rewards of- 
fered—$15.000 by the federal govern- 
ment aud five srates. 

3. That the “girl in red” was un- 
earthed by Sergeant Martin Zarko- 
vich, of the East Chicago police, who 
had taken a furlough especially to 
“get” Dillinger for the slaying of his 
friend, Policeman William P. O’Mal- 
ley, slain by Dillinger mobsmen in 
an East Chicago bank robbery. 

Meanwhile, the girl and her male

Dillinger. 

Start of New Trail. 


“This marks the end of the trail} 


for Dillinger.” Cummings said, “but 
not for the department of justice. It 
is merely one more episode in a care- 
fully - planned campaign against 
crime. 

He was high in his praise of Pur- 
vis, his associates, and the East Chi- 
cago police, particularly Captain Tim 
O’Neill and Sergeant Zarkovich.

FREIGHT ORDERED 


mulgates Most Drastic 
» Rate Reduction Since 
Taking Office. 


In the most drastic rate reduction 
yet made by the present utility gov- 
erning body, the Georgia public serv- 
ice commission Monday ordered rail- 
roads operating within the state to 
reduce freight charges on naval stores 
between 30 and 35 per cent. 

The order becomes effective on Au- 
gust 20, the same date the commis- 
sion set last week for the new class 
freight rates to go into effect. The 


class rates were redtuced by the com- 
mission Saturday approximately 15S 
per cent. . 

The commission issued a rule nisi 
last May requiring the carriers to ap- 
pear at a hearing and show cause why 
their intra-state- rates on naval stores 
should not be reduced. 

The old rates on rosin and turpen- 
tine, the principal naval stores, were 
fixed in 1885. Slight changes were 
made from time to time until 13806, 
when the rates were fixed at substan- 
tially the same level as the original 
1885 rates. 

In 1918 a 25 per cent increase was 
put into effect and another 25 per 
‘cent inerease was ordered in 1920. 
The interstate commerce commission 
in 1922 cut the rates 10 per cent, 
leaving a net increase of approximate- 
ly 40 per ce The present maximum 
schedule oferates have been in effect 
since 1932. * 

To State Ports. 

Testimony at the commission's 
hearing showed that the rail move- 
ment of naval stores in Georgia i8 
principally in the direction of the 
ports of Brunswick and Savanhah aid 
that these commodities constitute a 
substantial part of the carriers’ freight 


haul in the naval stores section of the 
state. 

Mark W. Thomas, of the Central 
of Georgia, who testified in behalf of 
all the carriers, said that the Central 
of Georgia in 1928 had a grand total 
carload traffic of rosin and turpentine 
of 44,866 tons, which produced a 
freight revenue of $76,260. In the 
year 1932 the railroad had a total car- 
load freight traffic on these commodi- 
ties of 18,340 tons with a revenue of 
$236,795, indicating the haul and reve- 
nue had decreased more than 50 per 
cent. 

The showing of other carriers in the 
territory indicated the same experi- 
ence. 

Driven From Rails. 

“The commission is of the opinion,” 
Monday's order read, “that the rates 
on these commodities had practically 
driven the traffic from the rails by 
the year 1931, and that, but for the 
truck competitive rates, which have 
been permitted to be filed by this 
commission from time to time, the loss 
in volume and in revenue from this 
snurce would have been almost com- 

plete.” 

Naval stores are divided into two 
classes, the “A” and “B” classes,. and 
are as follows: A, crude wood oil, pine 
gum, pine pitch, pine tar, pine tar oil, 
pyroligneous liquor, rosin, rosin bat- 
ting dross, rosin dross, rosin liquor, 
rosin oil and rosin sizing. The B com- 
modities are pine oil, spirits of tur- 
pentine and turpentine.

left, Hoover, black eyes snapping, 
named Lester M. Gillis as thé man 


now most wanted by the department. 

The caller was Mrs. W. Carter 
Baum, widow of a special agent killed 
in the Wisconsin woods last April 
when Dillinger and his mobsmen 
blazed their way to freedom after be- 
ing trapped at a county inn. 

Gillis, named by the government 
as Baum’s assassin, is probably bet- 
ter known as George “Baby Face” 


Nelson. 
“We'll Get Him.” 

“We're going to get that fellow.” 
Hoover said grimly. “Now that Dil- 
linger is gone we're going to concen- 
trate on all members of his mob that 
are still left and on ‘Baby Face’ in 
particular. Nobody can kill one of 
our men and get away with it.” 

A reward of $5,000 is outstanding 
for Gillis’ capture and $2,500 has been 
offered for information leading to his 
arrest. Hoover named John Hamil- 
ton and Homer Van Meter a’ the Dil- 
linger lieutenants whom the govern- 
ment is out to get. Among the other 
criminals wanted, now that Dillinger 
is goney he named Charles “Pretty 
Boy” Floyd and Richard Galatas, 
western outlaws alleged to have taken 
part in the murder of four police of- 
ficers and their prisoner, Frank Nash, 
in Kansas City, Mo., June 17, 1933. 

All Helpers. Warned. 

Hoover added that the department 
would bend every effort to apprehend 
all persons who have given aid to 
John Dillinger or his mobsmen, He 
said lawyers who had aided them were 
under suspicion and that doctors whe 
tended the gangsters’ wounds and oth- 
ers who provided food and shelter for 
the band would be apprehended as 
soon as possible. 

Hoover called Gillis a “crazy killer” 
and rated him lower than Hamilton 
or Van Meter in intelligence but said 
he was the most vicious of the lot. 

Reared in Chicago during the Ca- 
pone era, Gillis is 25 years old, 5 feet 
4 3-4 inches in height and weighs 
133 pounds. He is an oiler by trade. 
His lice record shows he was ar- 
rested in Chicago on a robbery charge 
in January, 1931, and given a sen- 
tence at Joliet of from one year te 
life, beginning July 17. 1931. He 
escaped February 17. 1932, and has 
never been apprehended. 

John Hamilton, 28 years old, hag 
relatives in northern Michigan. He is 
165 1-2 pounds in weight and 5 feet 
8 inches in height. He was given a 
25-year sentence for bank robbery in 
South Bend. Ind., in 1927 and start- 
ed to serve his sentence on March 19, 
1927, but escaped September 26, 1933, 
from the Indiana state prison if 
Michigan City.

The nearest approach to an ichthyo- 
logical romance that I have ever heard 
was the story of Dr. Johs. Schmidt, 
which is all revealed by him under 
the title, “Ueber die Fortpflanzung 
des Aals und seine Laichplatze, eine 
zuSammendfassende Uebersicht,” which 
was published at Hamburg, Germany, 
in 1912, In that impressive title, Dr. 
Schmidt is indicating that he has 
found the breeding places of the eels. 
Is that an achievement? Listen to 
this: 

One of the early Greek writers on 
zoology said that eels had no sex, but 
originated in that awful sort of re- 
gion he designated as the bowels of 
the oceans. Where that is exactly we 
have not as yet learned. Remember 
that this was written about 2,000 
years ago. 

Later, however, zoological writers 
observed the migration of adult eels to 
the sen and immediately classe! them 
with the catadromous fishes, saying 
that they descended to the sea and 
eventually spawned just off the shore- 
line, In the light of the actual] facts, 
our modernists were almost as far 
wrong as the Greek naturalist. Let 
me explain that word catadromous. 
The meaning of the term is that the 
species descends to salt water to breed, 
distinguishing it from the anadromous 
species, or those that normally live 


in salt water and go up into fresh 
water to breed, as the shad and 
salmon. 

Dr. Schmidt began his work by col- 
lecting the larvae of eels and plotting 
the exact position of their capture on 
a map. e found that the size of the 
eel larvae coincided with certain re- 
ele of the ocean. He traced this 

own and found that the smallest of 
the eels were to be found in a posi- 
tion that corresponds roughly with 
the Sargasso sea. From here he traced 
the routes of migration of all the 
eels of Europe and America, finding 
that both species descende! the rivers 
of the respective continents and made 
their ways across untracked ocean 
wastes to their original homes, where 
they spawned and then—died, it ig 


“a. 
e young eels or elvers then be- 
gin their slow migration homeward, 
across thé oceans, which they traverse 
slowly. Reaching their destinations, 
the young fellows start upstream, 
where they grow to maturity.. After 
the passage of several years—10 or 
11, to the best of my memory—these 
Same eels pass again seaward and 
start a new generation of eels on 
Seepenting way through life. 
Space forbids more detailed de- 
scription of the habits of eel but if 
any of you want more detailed infor- 
mation, I will tell you where to get it.

BERLIN RESORTS 


70 SOAP RATION 


New Order Reveals Seri- 
ous Situation on Raw 
- Materials. 


BERLIN, July 23.—(4)—Fresh in- 
dications that Germany is being forced 
into absolute rationing of raw mate- 
rials on a basis second only to the 
World War period came today with 
the announcement that a special com- 
mission will “eontrol” the available 
supply of vegetable oils and animal 
fats and will regulate the production 
of soap, 

Practically every phase of German 
industrial life now is under organized 
restrictions that are being gradually 
tightened to strangulating pressure as 
imports of needed raw materials are 
being curtailed. 

The latest “control board” will be 
of especial importance, it is anticipat- 
ed, since oils and fats constitute the 
present outstanding problem of the 
third reich when it comes to talk of 
“self-sufficiency” against the remain- 
der of the world. 

Oil seeds cannot be grown freely in 
Germany, and the supply of animal 
fat is inadequate. 

Hoarding of soap by the public now 
is visualized unless the present re- 
strictions on the import of fats are 
relieved since the German public has 
definite memories of the crude mix- 
tures offered as soap during the war. 

Meanwhile, suggestions toward the 
elimination of waste and toward self- 
sufficiency continue to pour ‘into the 
German press, varying from care in 
the use of string to the straining and 
refining of used motor oil. 


LANGER WOULD FORGE 
NYE TO BACK CHARGES 


BISMARCK, N. D., July 23.—(# 
William Langer, deposed governor, 
today said he had asked the North 
Dakota house of representatives to 
subpena United States Senator Ger- 
ald P. Nye, to compel him to submit 
evidence in proof of charges by the 
senator that there had been graft in 
the state board of pardons. 

Langer termed Nye's charges of 
graft in several state departments as 
ridiculous and termed Nye am “un- 
principled politician.” 

The former governor, whose remov- 
al from office was followed by the 
ousting of several of his appointees, 
told the Associated Press that he has 
requested the house to subpena Nye 
“or anyone else who Nye might sug- 
gest to submit evidence in proof of 
charges that there had been graft in 
the board of pardons.” ‘ 

Meanwhile as the Langer-called spe- 
cial legislature, not recognized by 
acting Governor Ole H. Olson, con- 
vened, State Attorney-General P. A

VIENNA, July 23.—(4)—The ex- 
pectation of at least a dozen hangings 
in Austria this week under the new 
compulsory death penalty decree of 
Chancellor Engelbert Dollfuss col- 
lapsed today when a man found guilty 
of bombing and arson, both crimes 
caryting the death penalty, was seh- 
tenced to eight years’ imprisonment. 

The man, a 41-year-old nazi, was 
found guilty by a court-martial of 
destroying a telephone booth with an 
incendiary bomb. It had generally 
been. assumed that he would be 
hanged, since he not only illegally 
possessed explosives but used them 
against public communication lines 
and burned down the booth as well. 

Nazis in Styria were circulating a 
secret threat that five priests will be 


kidnaped and held as hostages for 
cach nazi who may be ¢ondemned to 
death. If the nazi dies, says the 
threat, the priest will die.

NATION MUST PREPARE, 
GEORGE TELLS LEGION 


CHARLESTON, §. C., July 23.— 
(P)—It is the duty of the nation to 
stamp out lawlessness, to prepare its 
youth for a future war, to care for 
disabled soldiers and their dependants 
and to set up machinery for perma- 
nent peace, Senator Walter F. George, 
of Georgia, said today in an address 
to the South Carolina department of 
the American Legion here. 

“Tt was for these objectives that 
your immediate commander-in-chief, 
the immortal Woodrow Wilson, spent 
himself and died a martyr’s death,” 
Senator George said. “It is for these 
same objectives that our present com- 
mander-in-chief, Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, is spending himself body and 
soul.” 


War-Fostered Fame. 

Senator George said that these two 
great Americans were relled into fame 
by the World War. 

“One was a direct participant,” he 
continued, “the other the earnest ad- 
vocate of human rights and the de- 
liverer from accumulated ills follow- 
ing the wake of that war. With the 
veterans of Wilson alike we follow 
and support Roosevelt.” 

The speaker said that it is too 
much to say that even at this late 
date all of us clearly see the meaning 
of the World War. 

“In its final analysis the World 
War represented the conflict between 
the age-hold hostile force, autocracy, 
and the free spirit of democracy. In 
1917 a new impulse ran through 
America. Our democracy accepted the 
challenge of autocracy. 

“All past wars were glorious; fu- 
ture wars are horrible. We turn from 
the glories of the World War in which 
American arms played an important 
part to the lessons for this day and 
for this generation.” 

Less0ns, 

These lessons Senator George listed 
as follows: 

“The first lesson of that war is 
the duty to care for the disabled sol- 
dier. his widow and his orphan. 

“To set up the machinery for per- 
manent peace. hTe primary need of 
the world is a long era of unbroken 
peace, unfettered commerce and in- 
tercourse between the nations of the 
earth, 

“Tf unhappily war should come 
again, the duty of the nation is to 
see to it that our young men shall 
not be sent unprepared into the con- 
flict. No generation of American youth 
shall look into my face and say ‘you 
held high place in the counsels of the 
nation but did not raise your voice 
nor lift your hand to save us from 
this hell of war or to arms us to meet 
the foe.’ 

“To rid the nation of racketeering, 
kidnaping and lawlessness in any 
form to the end that it may be a 
safe and happy dwelling place for the 
men, women and children of this time 
and of all after time. 

“To quicken the processes of free

The first of the 12 or 15 canning 
plants to be opened in Georgia by 
federal relief forces will be in opera- 
tiow within the next three weeks and 
the entire group will be producing 
in six weeks, it was announced Mon- 
day by Miss Gay B. Shepperson, re- 
lief administrator for Georgia.

The daily capacity of the plants 
will be from 50 to 100 beef cattle 
and are designed to care for 50,000 
head which are being shipped into 
Georgia from the drouth areas of the 
miidle west." Already 10,000 head 
have been consigned to Georgia and 
are arriving at the rate of 200 a dav. 

Georgia canning plants will operate 
three eight-hour shifts, and it is an- 
ticipated that 10,000 workers now 
on relief will be employed in the op- 
erations.

BUS CRASH STIRS 
THREE-FOLD PROBE 


Death Toll Mounts to 17 
in Ossining. Tragedy; 
Brakes Believed Bad. 


OSSINING, N. Y., July 23.—(4)— 
Prosecution for criminal negligence 
loomed strongly today in the three- 
fold investigation. of the Secor Hills 
bus tragedy as the death toll mounted 
to 17 persons. 

Under the direct orders of Gov- 
ernor Herbert Lehman, New York 
state authorities lent all possible aid 
to Westchester county officials to de- 
termine if alleged negligence on the 
part of owners and operators of the 
bus precipitated its wild careening

The death-ridden bus reputedly was 
owned in New Jersey and authorities 
of that state enlarged the investiga- 
tion to its three-fold scope with or- 
ders to find the bus’ owners and. to 
determine if its equipment was in 
good condition. 

The investigation at the scene of 
the holocaust hinged on the vehicle's 
brakes. Survivors related that the 
driver, Frank Incarnato, had frequent 
trouble with the brakes en route to 
Sing Sing from Brooklyn. They told 
of his using the hand brake time and 
again when the foot brake failed to 
hold: and that it was useless when 
the bus careened disastrously down 
the Secor hill road in the heart of 
Ossining. He died in the crash, 

“IT talked with the motor vehicle 
bureau in Albany,” Dr. Squires said, 
“and I am gurprised to learn there 
is no inspection of buses. Anyone 
can run anything he likes on the high- 
ways, it seems.” 

Four of the other six buses were 
seized today by District Attorney 
Frank Coyne. In all, they carried 
280 merrymakers when they left 
Brooklyn and Coyne termed them 
“junk” and “death contraptions.” 


LOOT OF DILLINGER 
PLACED AT $241,700 
BY U. S. AGENTS 


The total loot taken by John Dil- 
linger in his short, sensational life of 
crime was nearly a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars. The best figure of offi- 
cials is $241,700. 

. Most of his depredations were di- 
rected against banks in his home state 
of Indiana. The largest single “‘haul” 
was $144,000 taken in the robbery of 
a Greencastle (Ind.) bank.

Bad Luck Befell Many of Women 


Who Aided Dillinger During Career 


CHICAGO, July 23.—(#)—Women 
have figured prominently in the life 
of John Dillinger. slain outlaw. and 
bad luck has been the lot.of many. 
Here is what happened to a few: 

Beryl Hovis, of Mooresville, Ind., 
married him April 12, 1924, when she 
was only 16 years old. Divorced him 
in 1929 and now happily married to a 
Morgan county, Indiana, farmer. 

Evelyn Frechette, half breed Indian 
sweetheart, arrested with him in Tuc- 
son, Ariz., as Ann Martin, released. 
arrested for harboring him in St. Paul 
apartment from which he shot his way 
out May 31, 1934. Sentenced to two 
years federal penitentiary. 

Mrs. Beth Green, wife of Eugene 
Green. who accompanied Dillinger on 
a dash from St. Paul apartment, tried 
with Frenchette woman, sentenced to 
18 months. 

Mrs. Augusta Salt, nurse for Dr. 
Clayton May, Minneapolis physician 
who treated Dillinger’s wounds for 
weeks following the St. Paul escape. 
Mrs. Salt was acquitted but May 


received a two-year sentence. 

Patricia Cherrington was sentenced 
to two years in prison for harboring 
Dillinger at the Little Bohemia resort 
near Mercer. Wis. Jean Crompton, 
alias Ann Sothern, given probation 
on charge of harboring at Little Bo- 
hemia, was arrested at Waterloo, 
Iowa, when Tommy Carroll, Dillinger 
gangster,.was killed by detectives. Re- 
turned to Madison, Wis., for parole 
violation and sentenced to a year and 
a day in prison.

Face” Nelson, one of the gang, is on 
probation for harboring at Little Bo- 
hemia.

EXIT DILLINGER, 

A criminal for the past ten years, 
the “quiet country boy’ who in 
the past year came to be known 
as public enemy No. 4, finally met 
his end with three bullets through 
his body, and with the passing of 
John Dillinger middle-west bankers, 
federal agents and police officers 
generally will breathe a sigh of 
relief. 

This dangerous criminal had shot 
his way out of police traps so fre- 
quently that when Melvin Purvis, 
head of the federal bureau of in- 
vestigation, heard that Dillinger 
would visit a Chicago picture thea- 
ter Sunday night, he summoned a 
corps of officers and picketed the 
place so completely that there was 
no chance of escape. 

Little effort: was made to take 
him alive, and the desperado died 
on the street, while a _ hysterical 
crowd surged around the officers 
and fought to dip their handker- 
chiefs in Dillinger’s blood. Later, 
when his body was placed in the 
morgue, another huge crowd strug- 
gled about the door, thinking there 
would be a chance to view the 
body. 

The glamour cast upon the ca- 
reers of such desperadoes is a great 
reflection upon the people of the 
United States; instead of being held 
up to the public as the venomous 
snakes they are, too often their ex- 
ploits are so treated that they are 
regarded as real heroes by the mor- 
bid portion of our population. 

As Jesse James was to a past 
generation, so John Dillinger was 
to this, and their careers of crime 
and successful fights with posses 
and officers have had a bad influ- 
ence on youths with a yearning for 
sensation. 

The lesson of it all is that crime 
does not pay; the ego of the suc- 
cessful desperado leads him on and 
on, until finally the prison or gal- 
lows claims him, or he meets his end 
as suddenly as did the victims of | 
his blazing gun. 


SOURCES OF INFECTION. 
Harry Bridges, an Australian com- | 
munist, an alien to this country, led 
the strike in San Francisco which 
for a time sought to involve all of | 
labor in its toils. 

The sane workers of San Fran- 
cisco soon saw that they were being 
used by the communistic organiza- 
tion for the purpose of wreckage. 
This, plus the force of public opin- 
ion, ended the strike. 

But it is easy to trace the rami- 
fications of the strike, It broke out 
in a lesser degree at other water 
fronts. New York reports some ef- 
fort to create dissatisfaction there. 
Minneapolis and Houston have had 
strikes which are too similar in| 
origin and effect to permit one to) 
escape the obvious fact that one, 
organization is behind them. 

Just why an alien Australian 
communist was permitted to tem- 
porarily throttle the business of San 
Francisco remains an enigma, an ex- 
ample of our national patience with 
things alien. 

The same source of infection will 
undoubtedly be found in other cen- 
ters where the strikes have broken 
out following the one on the coast. 
President Joseph P. Ryan, of the 
longshoreman’s union, openly 
charged that Bridges and his col- 
leagues were blocking the settle- 
ment of the strike. 

In past yeats' we have cried 
“Wolf!” when there was no com- 
munist wolf. Past .administrations 
have’ sought to cover up lack of 
sympathy for the cause of the 
worker by shouting “Communist.”

And meanwhile there seems to 
be no sensible reason which even 
Mr. Bridges and his alien associates 
might advance as to why they 
should be permitted to tarry any 
longer in this country. 

This nation does not want the 
closed door. But it does want to 
say that it will refuse to harbor 
those who would destroy it and its 
peoples. 

THE HEAT WAVE. 

Snow in Colorado Springs, yet a 
few hundred miles away human be- 
ings by the score passing away as 
a result of one of the most severe 
heat waves the country has ever 
experienced. 


Already parched and baked by 
the long drouth, with vegetation 
scorched almost to powder for lack 
of moisture, live stock dying by 
the thousands for lack of water and 
feed, and people praying for water 
to moisten their parched throats, 
the elements are still conspiring to 
bring greater suffering to a large 
section of the trans-Mississippi. 

And stretching on to the Atlan- 
tic, that portion north of the Ohio 
and Potomac is sweltering and 
parching under a relentless sun, 
whose rays have turned murderous, 
as come no cool north winds or 
pattering rain drops. 

More than 400 persons have suc- 
cumbed during the past few days, 
and still the weather bureau holds 
out no hope for relief. In sections 
where the thermometer has ranged 
up above the 100 mark, citizens 
look with envy at places where the 
mercury remains within the nine- 
ties. 

It has been hot in Atlanta— 
everyone will agree to that state- 
ment—but when Atlantans scan the 
marks set in middle west cities they 
may be thankful that their lot is 
cast in a more pleasant place in 
which to live—warmer in the win- 
ter, yet cooler in the summer. 

Atlanta may not be ideal summer 
or winter resort, but for a year- 
round climate it cannot be ex- 
celled. 


ATLANTA’S TREES. 

During the oppressive heat At- 
lantans have made good use of their 
parks, golf courses and tennis 
courts. 

The urge to get outside has lured 
the young to the play grounds. 
Those of more years have been con- 
tent to find a bench in the park in 
some shady spot and there read, 
talk or watch the children at play. 

Atlanta is fortunate in her trees, 
The city has never been stripped 
of her trees. One has but to travel 
a short distance from the heart of 
the city to see streets lined with 
trees and to find lawns in which 
the majestic representatives of the 
forests which once covered the 
state are kept in care and consid- 
eration. 

We turn, somehow, to trees. 
They are a sort of comfort to look 
at on hot, tiresome days. It is not 
strange that the savages once wor- 
shiped trees as gods. 

The value of our park system is 
incalculable. A campaign to plant 
more trees would not be amiss. . 

Tourists to Georgia are attracted 


‘by the great forests of pine trees. 
|The pine has long been a royal tree 


dear to the hearts of all Georgians, 
however it may worry ladies whose 
rock gardens are made pale and wan 
by the roots of some near-by pine. 
And now that even the lowly slash 
pine tree has been found to be a 
source of newSprint paper, the pine 
tree becomes even more of a royal 
decoration for the state’s fields and 
hills. 

At an rate, we need our trees. 
And we go to them and their shade 
instinctively, gaining a new peace

HEALTH TALKS |

THE ECONOMY OF REDUCTION. 

It is fair to estimate that thirty 
million persons wish to reduce. Wish- 
ing is as far as twenty million of 
them will go. Ten million will sooner 
of later have a try at one method of 
another and perhaps ten thousand of 
these will succeed in reducing to a 
noticeable degree. The other nine mil- 
lion nine hundred and ninety. thousand 
will suffer for two or three weeks on 
the reduction regimen they elect, lose 
nothing to matter except their health 
and vitality and good looks, and final- 
ly give up in disgust or in a sanato- 
rium. 

It is a notorious fact ‘that the 
great majority of persons who do at- 
tempt to reduce choose a reduction 
regimen without benefit of medicine. 
The family physician is the last ad- 
viser they think of when they come 
dewn with the reduction fever. Some- 
how people feel that this is a matter 
in which a regular physician is not 
interested; for his concern is for 
sick people, and of course fat people 
are too, too healthy. So the over- 
sized individual who desires to re- 
duce hestitates to even mention the 
matter to his or her medical adviser. 

The medical profession is itself to 
blame for this odd situation. 
system of medical education in this 
country has gone highbrow and the 
future practitioner learns everything 
in medical school except how to deal 
with ordinary everyday minor ail- 
ments which constitute the chief part 
of the family physician’s practice. I 
had a four-year course in medicine 
and surgery in a Class A _ medical 
college, but throughout my _ medical 
course I never heard reduction even 
mentioned. I did learn about a lot of 
rare maladies which I never encoun- 
tered in practice. 

My plight was not different from 
the plight of most physicians of my 
day. I guspect the situation has not 
changed much in the last 30 years. 
What does the average good doctor 
think or do today when a patient 
wistfully broaches the question of re- 
ducing? Well, it is much too evident, 
I fear, that the doctor has no very 
definite ideas of what to think or 
do about it. This is a deplorable at- 
physician to 
take, of course, but it is the direct 
outcome of his education and train- 
ing. 
The successful prescribing and 
managing of any education regimen 
is a health service, and that’s what 
ails the medical profession in general; 
the good doctors, I mean those who 
are competent in dealing with dis- 
ease, are pitifully incompetent in 
the increasingly important fields of 
health and hygiene. Good doctors may 
have an excellent scientific knowl- 
edge of the essentials of hygiene but 
due to neglect of this part of their 
medical schooling they are woefully 
incapable in the practical application 
of their knowledge in actual health 
service to their clients.

One-Man Control Is Net 
Result of Setup of 

‘ Communications and 
Securities Bodies.

Although congress established bi-par- 
tisan commissions in communication 
and security control; the net effect of 
the latest functional set-up in each is 
to put in the hands of one man rather 
wide powers over the subjects that

Thus, by the simple device of creat- 
ing a division within a commission 
and putting a commissioner at the 
head ef such a division, the result is 
really to create a new commission for 
a special purpose. In the case of the 
communications commission, Commis- 
sioner Walker is to have charge of 
the telephone company inquiries and 
supervision, while Commissioner Gary 
is to handle broadcasting and Com- 
missioner Stewart is to be concerned 
with telegraph and wireless and cable 
communications. 

r One Man to Division, 


Each of these three problems in- 
volves many hundreds of millions of 
dollars of investment and each is large 
enough to have the special attention 
of all the commissioners. But, under 
the arrangement made to subdivide the 
work, one man ig yirtually in control 
of each division’s work. While it is 
true that other members of a commis- 
sion are assigned to a division, so 
that three members are supposed to be 
in charge, as a practical matter it 
means one man. For instance, where 
a member is supposed to function in 
more than one division, he can hard- 
ly be in attendance at hearings in all 
three, 


Virtually the same thing has been 
set up in the securities exchange con- 
trol commission, so that one-man con- 
trol is conspicuous, 


Commissioner-Counsel Hearings. 

In the federal trade commission, the 
custom of working by divisions result- 
ed in hearings being conducted by one 
commissioner and general counsel. 
These were not hearings in the judicial 
sense at all, in fact only on special 
occasions where lawyers permitted to 
cross-examine witnesses, and there was 
always a close relationship between the 
attorney for thé commission and the 
commissioner in charge in respect to 
rulings. Practically never was a gen- 
eral counsel overruled. Hence the 
commissions were not judicial, but 
combined the judge and the prosecutor 
and jury. 

The system is the result of a con- 
fusion of the administrative and judi- 
cial function. As a matter of fact, 
the public has been given the im- 
pression that these commissions are 
neutral tribunals when actually they 
might just as well be executive bu- 
reaus under government departments 
for all the nonpartisanship they dis- 
play. Indeed, unless commissioners 
accept in advance the White House 
policies, they are not retained in of- 
fice, no matter what their political 
labels may be. 

Power of Removal. 

For the power of removal by the 
president of a commissioner who does 
not agree withh is policies has been 
exercised by Mr. Roosevelt in remov- 
ing the late William E. Humphrey 
from office notwithstanding an ex- 
pressed confidence in Mr. Humphrey’s 
integrity and loyalty to his work. 

So all commissioners are really ad- 
juncts of the White House. The se- 
lection of division heads within a com- 
mission to handle the various prob- 
lems of a commission which congress 
thought it was entrusting to five or 
seven men, as the case may be, is 
part and parcel of the plan to con- 
trol the communications business and 
the investment and security business 
through the White House. One-man 
control is not a new thing in govern- 
ment commissions, but it looks as if 
it will be considerably extended under 
the New Deal and that the old theory 
of minority representation of the op- 
posite party will become a thing of the 
past.

the peoples they have felt in previous 
years they could turn to for friendly 
co-operation and assistance. 


First and foremost among these 
nations is the United States, toward 
which the average Japanese once held 
a regard second only to the love he 
gave to his own country, Throughout 
the years of their expansion, either 
the United States government or some 
outstanding public official and finan- 
cial leader of America, has led them 
away from the pitfalls that have 
threatened them. 


Now such things as the exclusion 
act, the presence of the entire Amer- 
ican fleet in the Pacific for so many 


titude of the Hoover administration 
have caused many Japanese to feel 
that they have lost their best friend. 


That they are doing everything in 
their power to regain this friendship, 
not forgetting their new dignity as a 
great power nor the vital necessity 
that they keep growing if they are to 
maintain their new position, is clearly 
evident.

Japanese Apprehensive Over Future. 


TOKYO—(By Mail.)——To the visitor returning to Japan after five 
years has elapsed, there comes a realization of a marked change in the 
Japanese people, both high and low, 


in their consideration of the affairs 


by the man in the street in Tokyo. 
Naturally, these conversations being 
informal ean be given no particular 
recognition in diplomatic circles, but 
they represent the method in which 
the wiser heads in Japan feel that a 
new era of cordiality and friendly co- 
operation can be assured between th 
two nations, : 
Warm Relations Sought. 

For a half century, whenever Japan 
wanted anything of the United States 
—and there have been many times she 
has sought our assistance—she has ap- 
proached us with as little diplomatic 
formality as possible. Uncle Sam has 
pursued the same policy, and there 
can be no doubt that if the two na- 
tions will now forget so far as possi- 
ble the formalities and intricacies of 
diplomacy and get down to friendly 
and informal discussions of their mu- 
tual problems, the friction of more 
recent years will be eliminated. 

Undoubtedly Ambassador Saito, far 
too young a man, according to Japa- 
nese precedent to occupy the Wash- 
ington post, was sent to the United 
States in the hope that his intimate 
knowledge of American, conditions and 
customs would lead to warmer rela- 
tions. For the same reason, there 
have come to the United States with- 
in the past year many unofficial rep- 
resentatives of Japan. 

It all goes back to the fact that 
once mgre Japan is approaching a 
serious crisis in her career as a mod- 
ern nation, with her internal troubles 
no less critical than the international 
situation precipitated by the Shang- 
hai incident and the creation of the 
new state of Manchukuo. 

Heretofore in her crisis she has had 
the sympathy and friendly interest of 
the United States government and the 
American people, Now she fears that 
she has not, and on this fear is based 
undoubtedly much of the national con- 
|cern.so plainly evident in Japan to- 


y. 
So far in her acts and her pro- 
nunciamentoes, Japan has gone no 
whit farther than has the United 
States government in various in- 
stances in the formative period of 
our existence similar to the period 
through which Japan is now going. 

Certainly it would seem that in 
view of this caution on the part of 
the Japanese government. and the 
plainly evident desire for the renewed 
friendship of America, there is room 
for genuine approval of the more cor- 
dial attitude of the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration as compared with the po- 
sition of the republican administra- 
tions that went before it. 

If the United States government, 
with a carefnl consideration of our 
interests in the far east, will meet 
the Japanese even half way, there 
can be no doubt that the people of 
this far eastern country will deeply

given a life sentence for the killing of 
J. N. Bucher, a filling station pro- 
prieter at Hillsboro. 

Joe Palmer also was sentenced to 
death for the Major Crowson shoot- 
ing. He has been imprisoned several! 
other times for robbery and theft. 

Thompson, Walker and Johnson 
were fugitives from the Oklahoma 
penitentiary, who committed several 
robberies in Texas before being ar- 
rested in Florida. Thompson was 
given the death sentence at Marlin 
last March for robbing the First State 
bank there of $41,000. Walker and 
Johnson were under sentences to 9 
years’ imprisonment for the $10,000 
robbery of a jeweler. Both of them 
have long criminal records. 

Frazier the Leader. 

The leader of the escape scheme ap- 
parently was Frazier, who previously 
had broken out of the Arkansas and 
Louisiana prisons. 

Prison Manager Simmons said his 
investigation so far had not disclosed 
any vegligence on the part of guards. 

“Of course, it goes without saying 
that the men had outside aid and that 
more guns were ready for them in the 
waiting automobiles.” Simmons said. 
“Each of the cars waiting for the men 
had a driver and a woman in one of 
them. Somewhere down the road they 
picked up another woman. One of the 
cars contained a radio and it was 
turned on as the desperadoes’ confed- 
erates waited for them.”

DILLINGER’S DEATH 
GAINS FIRST PLACE 
IN LONDON PRESS 


LONDON, July 24.—(Tuesday)— 
(P)--The slaying of John Dillinger 
provided the outstanding news story 
for all London morning newspapers. 
Englishmen over their breakfasts 
read many columns of descriptive mat- 
ter on the shooting in Chicago, and 
on the career of the Indiana des- 
perado. On editorial pages they read 
the moral which British editors drew 
from Dillinger’s life of crime. 

There were numerous photographs 
of the gang leader, including a variety 
of portraits and a picture of the dead 
desperado, on a stretcher, which was 
transmitted by radio: 

The Times, in an editorial, stated 
the executioners of Dillinger have 
“earned the world’s congratulations.” 
Remarking that in some countries 
slaying a public enemy without a trial 
is regarded entirely satisfactory the 
Times observed “it certain is not so 
regarded in Washington. and Amer- 
ican statesmen are unlikely to rest 
while the necessity remains to use 
such methods against degraded crea- 
tures that prey on people. . . . The 
popular delusion that has surrounded 
the obscene Dillinger is a supreme evil 
which the United States has to over- 
come.”

IN RADIO ADDRESS 


The federal traffic survey of At- 
lanita, now being conducted, was high- 
ly praised by G. Dan Bridges, chair- 
man of the police committee of eoun- 
cil, in an address at 6:15 o’clock Mon- 
day night over WGST. 

“The survey will result beneficially 
to Atlantans in showing what’s wrong 
with the traffic situation,” Mr.

CHICAGO, July 23.—(UP)— 
Pieces of paper “stained with John 
Dillinger’s blood” were on sale to- 
day for 25 cents a square inch— 
and there were plenty of buyers. 

Nobody even pretended to believe 
that all the pieces of red paper ac- 
tually had been dipped last night in 
the pool of blood where the crim- 
inal fell in an alley when shot by 
federal agents. They bought them 
anyway. 

A piece of stained handkerchief, 
guaranteed to be “one of Dillin- 
ger’s,” sold for 50 cents. Enough 
pieces were sold to make 50 hanil- 
kerchiefs, all of which were sup- 
posed to have come from Dillinger’s 
pockets. 

A showman offered the city $100 
for four of the bloodstained bricks 
from the alley. Another offered 
$1,000 for the shirt which Dillinger 
wore when killed. Others wanted 
to buy his hat and his tie.

QUICK ACTION SEEN 
UN BAKER REPORT 


Lengthy Study on De 
fense in Air Warmly Re- 
ceived in Official Circles. 


WASHINGTON, July 23.—(UP)— 
The administration tonight pledged 
prompt action on récommendations by 
the Baker aviation board to make the 
army air corps second to none in. 
strength and efficiency. 

The lengthy study by the board, 
headed by former Secretary of War 
Newton I. Baker, into all phases of 
the nation’s air defense, was warmly 
received in official circles. 

Stephen T. Early, secretary to 
President Roosevelt, said the chief. 
executive probably would go throughly 
into the recommendations with Secre-_ 
tary of War George H. Dern upon. 
their return to the capital. 

Dern, now in Panama, is expected 
back at his desk next month, shortly 
after the president concludes his ocean , 
cruise. In a letter to Baker, the war 
secretary praised the work of the 
board and said: 

“In your conclusions and recom- 
mendations you have covered most 
thoroughly the many contentious is- 
xues which have been retarding the 
development of army aviation for the 
past several years. The scope of your” 
studies has been so thorough and com- 
prehensive as to furnish a sound basis 
for proper and efficient development * 
of future aviation.” 

Recommendations of the board in- 
cluded : 

Fixpansion of the army air corps to 
2.32U planes; addition of 403 air of- 
ficers; a fixed aviation’ policy to ‘¢ 
maintained for a “reasonable time.” 
a steady procurement program which 
would develop the domestie aviation 
industry; assignment of additional air 
officers to the genera] staff of the 
army: additional training for pilots. 

Although no plans in connection 
with the report have been made, it was 
indicated tonight the recommendations 
would be sent to the senate and house 
military affairs committee as part of 
the usual procedure.

Never was the opportunity so golden 
for strong, ambitious young men who 
can play baseball, says Billy Laval, 
who is now “beating the bushes” for 
likely big league prospects. 

“Why,” asserted Scout Laval as 
he rested over the week-end from his 
labors, “anybody who has any ability 
now can be in the big leagues in a 
couple of years if he will try.” s 

The reason for this “big break 
for some “good boy,” Laval explained, 
ig a dearth of big league material. 
He is scouting for the Boston Red 
Sox between seasons at the. -Univer- 
sity of South Carolina, where his 
regular job is head athletic coach. 

NO PROSPECTS. 

“There's not a big league prospect 
to be found anywhere,” he affirmed. 
“And that’s not just my hard luck 
tale, but it’s the experience of the 
other big league scouts. 

“T have talked to seven or eight 
others in the last three weeks. It's 
the same with all of us. We are lit- 
erally beating the bushes, combing 
the hedges and by-ways for ivory— 
and we can’t find it.” 

Laval blamed the whole situation 
not on a lack of brawn and ability 
among the rising generations but an 
absence of the right mental bent. 

“The young bucks,” he said, “are 
too lazy. They don’t take any in- 
terest in the game they are playing. 


That’s a shame, too, because some 
of them could be making $10,000 
or $15,000 a year in the big leagues 
in a few years if they d get down 
to business.

UNCLE RAY’S CORNER 


FIERCE FISH OF THE SEA. 
11—Sharks. 
If we were making a list of “public 
enemies” of the sea, most of us would 
give the shark first place. There 
would be justice in that, for sharks 
cause much harm to human beings; 
but we must remember that sharks 
are of many kinds. Some kinds never 
have been known to attack any mem- 
ber of our race.

Many sharks have small teeth, live 
near the bottom of the sea, and feed 
on tiny animals. They are not at all 
dangerous to ts. 

The huge “basking shark” reaches 
a length of from 40 to feet. The 
name was given because the fish comes 
to the surface to bask in the sunlight. 
The size might make us fear it; but 
it has small teeth and is harmless. 


The thresher shark, sometimes 15 | 


feet long, has strong, sharp teeth but 
is not in the custom of going after 
people. It likes small fish. ne ecag 
into a swarm of them, it threshes an 
lashes about with its long tail. 


‘on September 12, 1919. 


Because some sharks are known to 
be harmless, there are persons who 
have fancied that the shark tribe does 


not contain “man-eaters.” That is 
far from the truth. Hundreds—per- 
haps thousands—of persons have been 
killed by sharks.in southern waters; 
and even persons swimming in north- 
erly parts of the ocean have been vic- 
tims. 

Among the many cases of shark 
tragedies is the one which took place 
Thirteen men 
were upset in a boat off the coast of 
Costa Rica on September 12, 1919. 
Six, being poor swimmers, were drown- 
ed: but the rest struck out for shore. 
People on the beach saw sharks at- 
tack the swimmers, lifting some of 
them part way out of the water; and 
only one man came in alive. 

In general it is safe to swim near 
the shore of the North Atlantic. be- 
cause dangerous sharks are not likely 
to go into the shallow water; but now 
and then there is panic on a bathing 
beach because a shark gets into the 
midst of swimmers. Eighteen years 
ago this month a man and a boy 
were killed off the coast of New Jer- 
sey by what was reported to be a 
“‘nine-foot shark.” Later a white shark 
was caught four miles off shore, and 
when it was cut open its stomach 
was found to contain bits of human 
clothing. It measured eight and a half

LilI—Budgeting Your Maintenance. 


LT 
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There are certain social implica- 
tions in your decision of how much 
rent you will have to pay. In consid- 
ering rent you must also consider 
transportation for whatever wage 
earners are going to live in the house. 
If it ie a young married couple, 
usually only one of them will have to 
zo back and forth daily to work, but 
if it is a family with growing chil- 
dren several members of the family 
may have to take daily trips back 
and forth to school or to work and 
the cost of their transportation may 
make it wise to pay more rent and 
live nearer their places of employ- 
ment. 

This again is an individual question 
which each family will have to work 
out for itself. 

One of the difficulties of growing 
girls is that they sometimes dislike 
staying with their elders, and unless 
we find a way by which we can let 
them stay at home in comparative 
peace and quiet, they will go ut with 
their young friends and we will be 
without any knowledge of what they 
may be doing. Hence the importance 
of living quarters, 

In considering the family food ex- 
penses and in preparing menus, it 
would be well to go over Miss Flora 
Rose’s menus or auy menus prepared 
by a home economies college and see 
if it is possible to buy one’s supplies 
more ecunomically and have a nour- 


ishing and balanced diet at lower cost. 
Then consult cook books and news | 
paper suggestions in order to provide | 
more variety. 

Next comes the consideration of the | 
item—*‘house maintenance,” which in-; 
cludes such: repairs as the home own- | 
er, even though handy with tools, can- 
not do himself. These things scem 
small, but usually mount up surpris- 


ingly, but this cannot be computed 
accurately. It must be decided by ex- 


perience how much will be needed for 
heat, light and telephone, which now 
forms a fixed charge in almost every 
type of house except those of the very 
poor and some farms in the country. 

If a family owns its own howe, 
then instead of rental they should 
compute all the expenses—taxes, in- 
terest on the- mortgage, insurance, 
maintenance and repairs, as these are 
practically fixed charges and amount 
to the same thing as rent. 

When you come to-the third item, 
clothes, there is almest nothing that 
can be put down ina general war, 
for every family has special needs. I 
have found it — valuable always 
to make a clothes budget and to find 
out how long certain things which are 
expensive at the start can be worn. 
For instance, for me it pays to buy 
a rather expensive tailored suit, made 
to order, as I am not a size for whom 
it is easy to buy ready-made things, 
and I wear it a long time. I also 
happen to be very fond of hand work 
of all kinds and therefore hand-made 
underclothes have always appealed to 
me and I would rather put more 
money on underclothes and less on 
outer garments. 

Here again the individual taste 
comes into play and therefore, while 
I would advise every woman to sit 
down and make a list of the clothes 
which she needs every year, to try on 
all of last year’s things so as to as- 
certain whether they will still be suf- 
ficiently in fashion to keep her from 
being conspicuous in wearing them, 
ye cannot lay down any hard and 
fast rule. One can usually count on @ 
coat lasting two seasons, but a new 
hat will frequently make people think 
that everything one has on is new.

FUNDS ARE GRANTED 


PROJECTS IN GEORGIA 


WASHINGTON, July 23.—Public 
Works Administrator Harold L. Ickes 
today announced that bond contracts 
and grant agreements covering non- 
federal allotments totaling $51,600 
had been sent from Washington to 
five different cities and counties of 
Georgia up to the close of business 
July 16.

AUGUSTA CANAL BODY 
IS TO REVISE LOAN 


WASHINGTON, July 23.—(®)— 
The public works administration said 
today it had been advised the Augusta 
eanal commission would revise its loan 
application to fit a $1,250,000 allot- 
ment and eliminate the necessity of 
contracting with a private company 
to furnish stand-by power for its canal 
hydroelectric plant.

SUICIDE NOTE FAKED. 
IN WILLIAMS CASE 


Richmond Sheriff Says Let- 


ter Admits Effort Made 
To Help Preacher. 


AUGUSTA, Ga., July 23—(P)—A 
letter admitting that a “suicide note” 
confessing to the murder of Raiford 
Grady Williams in 1931 was written 
in an effort to air Williams’ father, 
James Monroe Williams, now serving 
a life sentence for his son’s murder, 
has been made public by Sheriff M. 
Gary Whittle, of Richmond county. 

Some time after Williams was con- 
victed and given life imprisonment 
for his son's murder, a note signed by 
Joe Heath was found with some cloth- 
ing in a bath house at a beach resort 
near Charleston, 8. C. The note con- 
fessed to young Williams’ murter, but 
Sheriff Whittle, — investigation, 
termed it a hoax. ‘No bedy was ever 
found in connection with the alleged 
“suicide.” 

Sheriff Whittle, after failing to find 
any trace of anyone named Joe Heath, 
posted a reward of $100 for informa- 
tion leading to the apprehension of the 
writer. Dated September 11, 1933, and 
signed by William K. Smith, the let- 
ter, which bears an, Augusta post- 
mark, said that “Joe Heath is in At- 
lanta scared to death about the stunt 
we boys pulled off in Charleston.” 
The letter added that Heath’s wife 
was in Augusta and that if the sheriff 
would withdraw the reward “and 
everything quiets down he can come 
home and be with his wife.” 


WEST POINT CLASS 
LEAVES FOR BENNING 


NEW YORK, July 23.—(P)—The 
army transport Chateau Thierry, with 
West Point’s senior class aboard, put 
out to sea today on its way to Sa- 
vannah, Ga. 

From Savannah the 283 future of- 
ficers will be taken to Fort Benning, 
Ga., for two weeks’ intensive field 
training in the principles of modern 
warfare. 

Heretofore only army officers have 
been sent to Fort Benning school, 
which infantry officers from second 
lieutenants up to generals must at- 
tend at stated intervals during his 
active military career.

10 BE SOUGHT TODAY 


AAA To Hold Meeting in 
Washington Today To 
Consider Pact. 


WASHINGTON, July 23.—(P)—A 
marketing agreement between tobacco 
manufacturers and the tobacco sec- 
tion of the AAA, similar to one ef- 
fected last year, is expected to he 
considered at a meeting of domestic 
buyers with AAA officials tomorrow. 

C. Westbrook, cotton and to- 
bacco specialist of Georgia. now as- 
sociated. with. the cotton production 
section of the AAA, said J. B. Hut- 
son, chief of the tobacco section, had 
assured him he would do all he 
could to obtain an agreement with 
tobacco manufacturers before August 
1. The Georgia tobacco markets open 
on that date. 

After conferring with Mr. Hutson 
about the Georgia tobacco situation, 
Westbrook said it was felt that Geor- 
gia had not been given sufficient op- 
portunity to be heard in regard to the 
opening date of tobacco markets in 
that state. He said it was consid- 
ered advisable, however, to let the 
date remain August 1, since Hutson 
and the buyers have agreed to main- 
tain satisfactory markets in Georgia 
until all the crop is sold. 

The Georgia specialist said that if 
any appeals are made to Hutson now, 
he believed they would do more good 
if they urged early perfection of a 
marketing agreement rather than a 
change in the date of opening the 
markets. 

He also said reports were received 
that Georgia farmers were harvesting 
green tobacco in order to be able to 
sell as soon as the markets open. 

“We consider this a poor prac- 
tice,” he said, “and one which will 
result in low prices for such tobacco. 
It will pay farmers well to allow to- 
bacco to ripen before harvesting.”

DOLLFUSS MAY TAKE 
NAZI ROW TO LEAGUE 


VIENNA, July 23.—({UP)—Chan- 
cellor Engelbert Dollfuss is consider- 
ing an appeal to the League of Na- 
tions to aid against Germany's alleged 
support of nazi terrorist activities in 
Austria. 

The United Press learned on good 


authority tonight that the little chan- 
cellor may ask the League to bring 
about concerted action among the big 
powers against the reich. 

Terroristic bombings continued un- 
diminished, despite his death penalty 
decrees against persons found possess- 
ing explosives illegally. 

Dollfnss already has the cabinet’s 
authority to appeal to Geneva, but se 
far has refrained because of Italy's 
opposition to handling the situation 
through Geneva. He had thought the 
new death measures would terminate 
the bombings. 

Three More Bombs. | 

They recur daily, however, three 
more exploded simultaneously at 
Klagenfurt during the night, badly 
damaging three government buildings. 
A fourth bomb containing a pound of 
explosives was found in the garden of 
a local firehouse, unexploded. 

The Geneva appeal is now more 
likely, however, because of  Italy’s 
strong warnings to Germany and he- 
cause the terrorists have disregarded 
the death penalty. Much is reported 
to depend on whether Premier Benito 
Mussolini, of Italy, prefers eoncerted 
action through the League or his pet 
four-power pact, involving Italy, 
France, Germany and Great Britain. 

This part of the issue probably will 
be settled when Dollfuss visits Il Duce 
this week-end at Riccione. 

Meanwhile, the situation is becom- 
ing increasingly perilous, observers 
agree, because the government either 
must execute its threat to hang ter- 
rorists already arrested or run the 
risk of even more daring outrages if 
they refrain. 

So far, not a single nazi has been 
hanged and there is an undercurrent 
of fear that the first example might 
A foreign of- 
fice spokesman indicated there might 
he some delay in the first nazi hang- 
ing, pending efforts to end the bomb- 
ings less harshly.

GERM MURDER HEARING 
BEGINS IN CALCUTTA 


Three Prominent Doctors 
and Brother of Victim 
on Trial. 


CALCUTTA, India. July 23.— 
(UP) — Benoyendra Pande, young 


Brahmin, went on trial for his life to- 


day with three prominent Calcutta 
physicians involved in the weird “germ 
murder case.” : 

Pande and medical men are charged 
with conspiring to bring about the 
death of his stepbrother,. Amarendra, 
by injecting deadly germs into the 
victim. 

The court was packed with doctors 
and the elite of Calcutta society when 
the trial opened, women predominat- 
ing in the tense audience. 

Made to Appear Natural. 

The public prosecutor said the state 

would show the brother employed the 


“medical brains” to induce a fatal dis- 
ease which would normally appear to 
have been contracted in the usual 
manner. He described the murder as 
an unparalleled act of diabolical in- 
genuity. 

The testimony was expected to un- 
ravel one of the strangest tales of 
alleged fraticide told in modern times. 
The three physicians involved with 
Pande are Dr. S. P. Bhattacharya, 
Dr. D. R. Dhar, and Dr. T. N. Bhat- 
tarcharjee. 

The charges say they ransacked half

Germs Rubbed In. 
The prosecution alleges Benoyendra 
and his accomplices after many fail- 
ures obtained a deadly culture of 
plague germs from the Bombay hospi- 
tal. They first experimented on white 
rats, it was charged, and the: rats 
died within 24 hours after the germs 
were rubbed on them. | ; 
Satisfied they had the right poison. 
the charges say, the quartet went to 
work. While Amarendra stood in a 
Calcutta railway station, he felt a 
prick in the arm and noticed a short, 
black' man brushing past him. Then, 
it was charged, Benoyendra appeared 
and rubbed poison into the injured 
spot to make sure it would take et- 
fect. 
Amarendra developed a high fever 
with swelling glands. Despite the at- 
tendance of doctors of his own choice, 
he died. Dr. Bhattacharya issued a 
certificate of death from septic pnet- 
monia, but a blood analysis proved 
it to have been a strange plague. The 
arrests followed.
